/"In celebrating America's Inde- 


pendence Day in union with the 
United States, France does not only 
commemorate the heroic cays when 
Lafayette, with the best of her sons, 
brought help to the noble cause of 
the liberty and independence-of the 
United States, but she commemo- 
rates aiso the days more recent and 
not less heroic when the American 
Nation stood up fully bent upon the 
defense of another great and noble 
cause; the liberty of the world, which 
was !ri danger. France, in fact, can 
ncvvr forget what America did to 
help in the great and complete tri- 
umph of right over brutal strength. 


"To-day before the world, on this 


great 
anniversary, what was the 


the American effort for victory, what 
was its co-operation on the battle- 
fields of 1918?, It is for him who 
had 
the terrible responsibility of 


leading into battle 6,000.000 soldiers 
to him committed by the Allied and 
associated governments, one more 
opportunity which he eagerly cm- 
braces to pay homage to the Ameri- 
can army, to its chiefs, to its sol- 
diers. 
America's Share in the Struggle.

'"The 7th of May the matter was 


rut before the Supreme War Coun- 
cil at Abbeville and the lack of 
tonnage being, the only obstacle, it 
was decided that the British Gov- 
ernment should furnish the neces- 
sary ships to transport from the 
United States, to France 130.000 men 
in May. and 130.000 men in June. 
From that time on landings unceas- 
ingly increased from 50,000 men in 
March and 02.000 in April. The land- 
ings increased to 240,000 in May and 
280.000 in June. From June to No- 
vember the total exceeded 1.000,000 
men. 


2,MQ,QOO Soldier* in France. 


"At the time of the armistice more 


than 2.OOO.OOO of American soldiers 
were on French soil., 


At the end of March. 1918. six di- 


visions- only were in France. 
Two 


months later there were nineteen. In 
July there were twenty-seven, in 
August thirty and in October forty- 
one. Thirty-one of them, grouped in 
nine army corps and two armies, 
were in the battle front. 


"That was already much: it was 


not enough. In order to make the 
Entente sure of having in 1019. if the 
war must continue until that date, a 
necessary to have the number of 
real numerical superiority, it was 
American divisions brought to 100.

three. 


In spite of a season of nearly dou- 


ble the average length and the larg- 
est number of Sres ever reported, 
the total area burned over was re- 
duced from 240,000 acres in the spring 
of 1920 to 150,000 in 1921.' 


The area of State Forest land 


burned over in the spring of 1921 
was 2071 acres, while the next low- 
est area burned was 3864 acres in 
1914. In every other spring season, 
of record, the "burnng of State For- 
est lands was over 10,000 acres. 


The best test of the effectiveness in 


controlling forest fires is the aver- 
age size of the fires, because it 
shows how promptly and vigorously 
the fires are discovered, fought, and 
put out. In 1920, the average spring 
fire covered 187 acres; in 1921 it cov- 
ered 86 acres, or less than half. The 
lowest 
previous record 
for 
any 


soring fire season -was 437. 


About half of the damage done fay 


forest fires in Pennsylvania is caus- 
ed by the large fires which burn 
more than one thousand acres each. 
In the spring of 1920 these numbered 
46. This spring they were reduced 
to 15, or less than one-third. 


While much remains to be accom- 


plished, it is no more than fair to 
the foresters, the rangers, and fire 
wardens in the field and to the di- 
recting officers at Harrisburg, to say 
that their fire record for the spring 
season of 1921 represents, as m^as- 
ured by actual results, a degree of 
efficiency at least double that of any 
previous year.

Lafeans Win Big Suit. 


The Supreme Court of Pennsylva- 


nia last Friday affirmed the decision 
ofx the York county court in the 
equity suit instituted by Daniel F. 
Lafean and his son, Stuart B. Lafean. j 
against the American Caramel Com- 
pany, trherein the sum of money in- 
volved v.-as larger than any case to 
'appear in the York court in recent 
years. The suit was brought to re- 
cover salary alleged to be due D. F. j 
lafean as general manager of thTel 
company, and for salary claimed to { 
be due Stuart B. Lafean as manager { 
of the York plant of the defendant 1 
company. The York court awarded 
judgment to the former congressman 
in the amount of $36.000, with inter- 
est, and his son. Si5-OOO, with inter- 
est, which means that between $61,- 
ooo and $62,000 is now due the La- 
feans as there is no appeal from the |

cent, of the farmers of Pennsylvania 
are native born and of the white 
race, while the State does not have 
a single Japanese or Chinese tiller of 
the soil. These statistics are glean- 
ed by the Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture from census tables 
furnished by the Federal authorities 
at Washington. 


There are 202,252 farms in the 


State, according to the 1920 census 
and on these farms are 187.279 white 
farmers of native birth. In addition 
there are 14,522 white farmers of 
foreign birth and 451 negro farmers. 


In 1910 there were 13.832 foreign 


born white farmers in Pennsylvania, 
showing an increase of only 690 for- 
eign born farmers in the past ten 
years, while in 1920 there were 95 
less colored farmers than in 1910. 


Pennsylvania ranks sixth among 


ail the States of the United States in 
number of native born American 
farmers. The States that have a 
larger per centasre of native born 
white farmers are Ohio, Indiana. 
Iowa. West Virginia and Kentucky.
